partment, the Poultry Department, ‘Chester White Swine 
Industry and the Soils and Crops Department. A herds- 
man, poultryman, swine herd and farmer are in charge of 
each, and each department is under a central business 
management in which the directing spirit is the owner. 
The buildings are adequate for the purposes for which 
they were intended and ornate enough to satisfy the ex- 
acting taste of one who desires a well appointed country 
home. Chief among the 
group are the barns of the 
dairy department, built of 
field stone and stucco and 
handsomely appointed, both 
inside and out. ‘Lnere are 
quarters for 114 cows, four 
160-ton silos, two bull pens 
with outside paddocks, 
herdsman’s office and dairy- 
men’s sleeping rooms. The 
main barn is built in the 
form of a cross, 122x218 feet 
in extreme dimensions and 
there 1s a feed barn in con- 
nection, 

One of the most inter- 
esting buildings is the gen- 
eral purpose building, which 
as its name implies, is de- 
voted to many uses. This 
building (we show a picture of it) is 80x90 feet and houses 
the machinery used on the farm. It also affords a place 
for the home of the farmer, boarding house for the hired 
men, carpenter, machine and blacksmith shops, grist mill, 
killing room, hog and poultry refrigerator rooms, wagon 
shop, stock room, paint and chemical rooms, egg packing 
room, seed storage, rooms for poultry fattening and poul- 
try exhibits, for mixing and cooking feed for ducks, a corn 
crib and a storage loft for grain. 

Of course, the farm has an unlimited number of those 
refinements that are to be found on country estates, such 
as a complete saw mill, ice house, rock crushing plant, 
dairy, large poultry houses and a complete system of 
water works, including two large reservoirs holding 100,- 
000 gallons each and connected with fire hydrants con- 
veniently placed. Mr. Baker’s residence is set in the midst 


of 25 acres of woodland and park in which deer are kept. ©

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Silage as a Substitute for Grain for Cow, 
By JOHN MARSH 


LL dairy industry in this country has’ never expe- 
rienced a year of such high prices for feeds as during 
1916. The present year promises to equal, if it does not 
surpass, the highest records of the past year. The demand 
for dairy products was never better than it is today, and 
at prices which have seldom been surpassed; but the 
necessity of buying feed for cows at present prices is 
discouraging many from entering the dairy business. The 
past two years have brought an increase of from 20 to 40 
per cent in the price of mill feed, while during the same 
period milk and its products have increased, in most cases, 
only from 5.to 10 per cent. There is no valid reason for 
believing that the unusual price of feed will continue 
longer than the next season’s harvest; therefore, the dairy 
industry is not in danger of being permanently handi- 
capped from this cause. Let us accept the present condition 
of the grain and feed market as a necessary inconvenience 
(it can hardly be called an unmixed evil), and study how 
we can lower the cost of production by decreasing the 
cost of the ration. 

As a general rule, the roughage fed to cows is not as 
expensive as the concentrates, because it 1s usually pro- 
duced on the farm, while the concentrates are purchased 
at market price. It is the concentrates which are respon- 
sible for the high cost of production, thus reducing the 
net profit to a minimum. If it were possible during this 
era of expensive mill feeds to make up the entire ratidn 
from feeds produced on the farm, the dairymen would be 
assured of larger and more certain profits. 

Several years ago a feeding test was conducted at the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station to determine to 
what extent silage could supplant grain in the ration for 
milk cows. At that time, silage was not so universally 
used for succulent winter feed. The popularity of silage 
has steadily increased until the dairyman of the present 
considers the silo to be almost as necessary as his cow 
stable. 

‘Corn, which is the crop usually siloed, is also one of 
the most dependable crops which can be grown in the 
northern half of the United States. The amount of grain 
in a ton of properly matured silage is a surprise to those 
who have never taken thought of the matter. Silage made 
from a large type of field corn, one which will mature a 
crop eight years out of 10 in the locality in which it is 
grown, is more valuable than silage made from rank 
growing ensilage corn. There is probably no better silage 
corn for the corn belt than Reid’s Yellow Dent. The 
feeder can count on silage of this grade containing at least 
one pound of grain for each 10 pounds of silage, or 200 
pounds to the ton. 

Eight cows were fed in this test. They were not selected 
for high production, but were very ordinary cows, two of 
them being grades, representing in all five different breeds. 
The object in selecting the cows was to obtain plain stock 
of moderate production, such as can be found in most of 
the dairy herds of the state. 

Four of the cows were fed a ration in which silage 
and hay furnished over 82 per cent of the dry matter and 
nutrients. The silage was a mixture of corn, cowpeas and 
soy beans. The corn contained little grain, and ordinary 
corn silage, made from well eared corn, should analyze as 
high and possibly higher in digestible nutrients than did 
this mixed silage. The average daily ration of these cows 
consisted of 58 pounds silage, 6.8 pounds mixed hay, 2 
pounds oil meal and 2 pounds bran. The cost of the 
ration was 13\%c per day. 

The remaining four cows were fed a ration in which 
roughage furnished less than 43 per cent of the total dry 
matter. Each of these cows was fed 4.7 pounds stover, 
6.4 pounds mixed hay, 2.5 pounds oil meal, 5 pounds corn 
meal and 6 pounds bran daily. The grain ration cost 17%c 
per day. However, in comparing the total cost of the 
two rations, we must keep in mind the fact that the 
present cost of grain feeds is practically double the cost 
when this test was made, hence the total cost would be 
considerably higher than the figures given, and the dif- 
ference in cost between the two rations would be much 
greater today, due to the large amount of grain contained 
in the grain ration. ; 

The grain ration contained slightly more protein and 
carbohydrates than the silage ration. However, the re-

The two groups of cows were as nearly equal in 
productive capacity as it was possible to get them, this 
point being determined by weighing and testing their milk 
during the month preceding the experiment, when the 
eight cows were receiving the same ration, consisting of 
silage, corn meal, bran and stover. The experiment was 
begun January Ist and continued three months, ending 
April Ist. 

The comparisons given prove conclusively that the 
cows fed the silage ration produced more milk and butter- 
fat on a less expensive ration and made more than double 
the net profit. Undoubtedly, most of this increased pro- 
duction was due to the ration, rather than to any dif- 
ference in the capacity of the cows. The results prove 
beyond a doubt that a good grade of silage can be sub- 
stituted for most of the grain in the ration, and that the 
cows keep in better working condition than when they 
are fed a heavy ration of grain. 

By feeding a legume, either in the silage or as hay, 
the amount of grain could be reduced to a minimum. Good 
silage and clover or alfalfa hay as the basis of a ration for 
milk cows could hardly be improved. Alfalfa is gaining 
ground year by year. Farms on which it was believed 
alfalfa could not be grown 20 years ago are now producing 
very satisfactory crops of this valuable forage, due toa 
better knowledge of its requirements. Alfalfa and cor 
should go hand in hand on every dairy farm throughout 
the northern states, and success and prosperity will follow 
them wherever they grow. 

The cows used in the feeding test were not selected 
with a view to great capacity for assimilating roughage. 
If large, robust cows, such as the Holstein type, had been 
selected, it is quite probable that more roughage would 
have been consumed, and more milk produced. The cows 
on the silage ration were allowed all the silage they 
desired. As a rule, the larger the cow, the more roughage 
she can consume at a profit. A large, well-built breed, 
such as the Holstein, is pre-eminently adapted to this 
purpose. aa 

The results of this test disprove a fallacy which is 
commonly believed among dairymen; namely, that the 
per cent of fat in milk is dependent on the quantity and 
quality of the grain which the cows receive. The cows 
fed the silage ration, which contained an inconsiderable 
amount of grain, held up better in the quality of their mil 
than did the cows which received a very generous er 
of grain. It is undoubtedly true that the quality of m 
cannot be appreciably increased or decreased by any 
ordinary change in feedstuffs. The quantity of milk Oe 
duced by a healthy cow is very closely dependent on e 
ration; its quality seems to be directly governed by + 
natural ability of the cow. Quality 1s not influenced, by 
feed, except to a very limited extent.

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Agricultural Interests in Legislative Halls 


NEW movement has been undertaken in a number of 

states with the idea of guarding the farmer’s interests 
in legislative halls. 

There is-no single industry that comprehends so much 
as the industry of farming. Some of our higher class 
writers would perhaps call it agriculture, but we believe 
it is real farming and we believe the most important fea- 
ture of farming is the breeding of dairy cattle and the 
conduct of dairying. 

We have been told many times that no phase of farm 
work is of so vital importance as dairying, for there is 
nothing that maintains soil fertility, keeps the farm in such 
good shape and builds up the productiveness of the entire 
land as dairying. All of this leads up to the interest in 
breeding Holstein-Friesian cattle, for the real dairyman 
must have cows and if he is going to have the most profit- 
able cows we all know he will select the Holstein. 

In spite of the fact that the farmer is the most impor- 
tant factor in the productive world, both from the stand- 
point of actual production and from the standpoint of 
finances, the farmer’s interests have been left unguarded 
in legislative halls longer than those of any other known 
industry. 

We all dislike the word lobbyist. It has been asso- 
ciated with so much that is dishonest and irregular that 
we shudder whenever the term is mentioned. But there 
is a sort of lobbying that is really justifiable and of decided 
importance. This lobbying is merely a safeguarding of 
the matter in question and just now we are talking about 
the interest of the farmer and the breeder. 

Agricultural and breeding subjects are of so much 
importance that they are being considered in the laws 
being made in many states this year and therefore unless 
the lawmakers, who, in the large majority of cases, are not 
farmers themselves and are not conversant at first hand 
with the conditions which confront the farmer, are posted 
as to just what these needs and conditions are, the chances 
are they will be led to form laws which will not be for 
the very highest interests of agricultural progress. There- 
fore it is extremely important that something should be 
done to safeguard these interests which are of such im- 
mense proportion and mean so much to the prosperity of 
the whole land. 

A movement has just been inaugurated or suggested 
which calls for the establishment of a National Chamber of 
Agriculture, which will, in a large measure, fulfill the same 
purpose as outlined above. This chamber will be different 
from the Department of Agriculture that is in existence at 
the present time, for its duty will be to safeguard the in- 
terests of the farmer and the breeder in the enactment of 
laws.

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up definitely. The livestock breeders a i 
ing discussed the matter and it was decay ea meet- 
thing should be done to place the interests of . some.

Calls from the South 


._ are certain indications that show the trend of 
affairs just as truly as smoke shows the direction of 
the wind.

sionary nature, to introduce Holstein-Friesians in his 
community. The head of the dairy department of the 
agricultural college in a fourth southern state has written 
that the Holstein-Friesian herd is being established by his 
institution and that it is attracting much attention because 
it is doing so well and is proving so thoroughly suited to 
southern conditions. 

The foregoing are just a few of the stray straws that 
are floating through the Holstein-Friesian atmosphere, 
They are inevitably showing the attitude of the practical 
man, of the man who must depend upon the cow for his 
living, and also the men who are at the heads of the educa- 
tional institutions in this particular section. 

The south has long been held by other forms of 
agriculture than dairying and the Holstein has been a 
stranger among the cottonfields and the orange groves 
until comparatively the past few years. But she is finding 
her way into this territory and she is proving with re- 
markable effectiveness her adaptability for these conditions. 

The demand for Holstein-Friesians from the south 
and the southwest has not yet begun. There is a wonder- 
ful territory that is turning from the old form of agricul- 
ture to the new, and the new form is bound to include 
the dairy cow. That dairy cow is sure to be the Holstein- 
Friesian if breeders will awaken to the possibilities, that 
await them. The men who are ready to meet this demand 
and to supply the market are the men who are going to 
reap a great harvest during the next few years. Probably 
spectacular prices will not be paid, but the good, practical 
farm cow will ‘be demanded.

Cleanliness and the Milking Machine 


W. T.S. 


HE methods used in the produc- 

tion and care of milk and, in 

fact, all farm life and activities 
are different than they used to be. 1 
was born 1n a log house, and some- 
times the snow would blow under the 
rafters into the attic and onto the 
beds. My father, when a boy, stud- 
ied his spelling lesson by the light of 
the fire in the fireplace, or by home 
made tallow candles. 

The barn was a very primitive af- 
fair, but it was kept broom clean: for 
the cows which furnished milk and 
butter for the family. The milk was 
put into flat crocks and covered with 
board lids which mother _ kept 
scrubbed white and clean. These 
crocks were placed in cold spring 
water, which ran through a trough in 
the old log spring house. The milk 
was good and relished by all, because 
it was clean. 

In the production of this milk we 
were taught to use the utmost care in 
every way. Among other things we 
learned at an early age was that wet- 
ting the teats was a filthy practice, 
and if the cow’s udder was dirtv it 
should be washed and the milking 
done with dry hands. I was raised on 
cow’s milk, therefore began dairying 
when about two hours old, and kept 
in close touch with it ever since. 

Farm work was done in those days 
with the crudest kind of machinery, 
or by hand. Now we have the trac-

tor, which pulls easily and efficiently 
great gang plows, discs, harrows, seed 
drills, manure spreaders, threshing 
machinery and other devices which 
require much power to operate or 
pull. In place of being all day going 
to‘town and back, we can perform the 
usual day’s work, put the team to rest, 
jump into the automobile, take the 
family out for pleasure, go to town 
and return home in time to enjoy the 
usual degree of pleasure in a good 
night’s sleep. The daily paper and 
the magazines come to our homes by 
rural delivery every day. The best 
music in the world which is “the 
mother of refinement” is brought into 
our homes by the modern musical de- 
vices, Touch a button and the house 
or barn is flooded with electric light, 
in place of the dim light from the tal- 
low candle. Turn a switch and elec- 
tricity turns the milk clarifier, cream 
separator, washing and sewing ma- 
chine or the fan, and heats the iron 
for ironing. Electricity or the gaso- 
line engine pumps the water, making 
it possible to have a perfect water 
system, a modern bath room and 
water in various parts of the house, 
barn or farm. In fact, we can have 
every advantage tliat is enoyed in the 
city home, and in addition we enjoy 
the health and freedom and joy of 
life in the open where the air is pure 
and invigorating.

the automobile, electricity and sci- 
ence have contributed wonderfully to 
the convenience, efficiency and enjoy- 
ment of the farmer’s life.

same blood as certain very high 
priced bulls. They seemed to think 
this one item sufficient information. 

One man offered a son of a daugh- 
ter of King of the Pontiacs. His pedi- 
gree, torn from a sale catalog, looked 
good and showed him to be two years 
old. A visit to the farm showed him 
to be a half fed yearling in pasture 
with another of like age and a bunch 
of yearling heifers. The owner in- 
sisted that the date stated in the 
printed pedigree was wrong. Later 
he became convinced that he had 
bought an entirely different bull. 

Another yearling bull was offered, 
a careful study of whose pedigree 
revealed the fact that, except his im- 
mediate dam, all the dams in his pedi- 
gree for four generations averaged 30 
pounds butter in seven days. The 
same was true of the highest record 
daughters of all the sires in the pedi- 
gree except the immcdiate sire that 
was too young to have tested daugh- 
ters. The immediate dam had a good 
two-year-old record. Considering the 
records, the price asked was very low, 
but a visit to the farm revealed an 
apparently underfed, unthrifty animal 
and within 10 feet of him stood a cow 
that had just aborted. We came away 
without buying the animal. Was this 
bull just poorly cared for and poorly 
fed as stated by the owner, who had 
recently bought him, or was he one 
of those weaklings which appear in 
the best of families? 

We could not afford to take the 
chance that feed and care would bring 
him out right. Previous experience 
had taught us that it would not be 
wise. An unthrifty bull may become 
thrifty but one is never certain of it, 
while he is certain that a thrifty one 
is thrifty and probably will remain so. 
The man who wishes to make good 
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sales must keep his cattle in good con- 
dition. 

Your paper and the association 
through extension methods can do 
much good by giving instructions in 
the art of fitting, advertising and sell- 
ing animals. In answering letters or 
advertisements, the name and num- 
ber of the animal and the name and 
number of both sire and dam should 
at least be given. The animal should 
be carefully described. A complete 
pedigree going back four or five gen- 
erations is helpful but these should 
not be stuffed to the limit. 


All the aunts, uncles and cousins 
that ever made a record or had a near 
relative with a record seem to be 
dragged into some of them. This 
makes them confusing and misleading 
to the one who is not familiar with 


pedigrees and it may be almost equiv- ° 


alent to misrepresentation at times. 
It seems that some limit might be set 
as to what should go into a pedigree. 
Though it might not be possible to 
enforce such a rule, a strong influence 
in its favor could be exerted by the 
association and such papers as yours. 

The following is an example of a 
misleading statement which occurred. 
One man wrote: “This bull is a 
brother to the famous $32,000 bull 
owned by Blank.” A study of the 
pedigree shows that he 1s only a half- 
brother by the same sire, while the 


high price paid for his half-brother 


was due to the record of the dam to 
which the bull in question was not 
related in any way. 

Another statement runs like the fol- 
lowing: “He is a half-brother to the 
sire of so-and-so—a great cow.” 
What was true in the above case can 
easily be true in this case. 

Cannot more definite terms be em- 
ployed to indicate the exact relation- 
ship. An animal should not be called 
a brother or a sister unless a full 
brother or sister, If a half-brother it 
should be so stated and some term 
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used to indicate whe : 
ship came through = ie relation 
dam. Paternal-half-brother or —— 
nal-half-brother are rather lon es 
used ina pedigree.

It would be very helpful to future 
breeders if a true photograph of all 
excellent animals could be put on rec. 
ord and carefully indexed. 


Do not lose sight of the important 
factors of farm management which 
can only be successfully undertaken 
by getting away from actual farm 
work at times and taking a view of 
the farm from the outside, compar- 
ing it with other neighboring farms 
and its relation to markets and other 
business.

_ Better results are obtained by feed. 
ing young calves three times a day 
with the periods between feeding as 
nearly equal as possible. When fed 
in this way the calf does not overload 
its stomach, and the digestion of the 
feed is more evenly distributed 
throughout the 24 hours. Regularity 
in feeding is important. When calves 
are fed but twice a day, the feeding 
should be as nearly as possible 12 
hours apart. 

At birth a 50-pound calf should 
have about 8 pounds of whole-milk a 
day, while a 100-pound one should 
have about 12 pounds. For the first 
four days milk from the dam shovld 
be fed, then that from any of the oth- 
er cows in the herd, preferably not 
from any that are nearly dry. Milk 
containing not more than 4 per cent 
butterfat is considered best. 

At the beginning of the third week 
either skim or separatéd milk may be 
substituted for whole-milk at the rate 
of 1 pound a day. The daily ration 
may be increased from 2 to 4 pounds, 
depending upon the vigor of the calf 
When the calf does not drink eagerly 
what is offered, the quantity should 
be cut down. The ration at the end 
of the third week usually should be 
approximately one-half whole and 
one-half separated milk. During the 
fourth week the change should be 
continued until by the end’of the week 
only separated milk is fed, unless the 
calf is very delicate. With especially 
vigorous calves the change to sep 
arated milk can be made about a week 
earlier. The quantity fed can be 1n- 
creased gradually to 18 to 20 pounds 
a day. 

Six months is probably a good aver- 
age at which to wean calves from 
milk. The age depends upon the cost 
of the milk in relation to the value 0 
the calf, its breed, size and vigor. 
The season of the year and the er 
feeds available also must be consi 
ered.

and a good variety of grains are 
available, or when good, succulent 
pasturage can be provided, the calf 
can be weaned earlier; also. the 
stronger and more vigorous the calt 
the earlier it can be weaned. On the 
other hand, the more valuable the calf 
the more expense the owner is war- 
ranted in developing it, and the later 
it will probably be weaned. If skim 
or separated milk is plentiful, calves 
may be fed profitably until 8 or 10 
months old. 

When the calf 1s in its second week 
it should begin to receive grain, and 
when one month old it should eat 
about half a pound a day. After this 
time the quantity of grain may be 
gradually increased, feeding all that 
the calf will eat until 3 pounds a day 
is reached, probably during the third 
month. Grain fed to supplement sep- 
arated milk should never be mixed 
with the milk. It is questionable 
whether the preparation of grain in 
any way, such as soaking or boiling, 
is advisable under most circum- 
stances. 

Wheat bran is eaten readily by 
young calves. Corn has an excellent 
physiological effect and to a great 
extent may take the place of fat re- 
moved from skim or separated milk. 
Experiments tend to show that corn 
fed to calves should be cracked rath- 
er than finely ground. Ground oats 
are good in grain mixtures when 
available, but in many cases cost much 
more per unit of feed than corn and 
bran. The following grain mixtures 
are recommended in the bulletin: 

(1) Three parts cracked corn and 
one part wheat bran. 

(2) Three parts cracked corn, one 
part wheat bran, and one part ground 
oats. 

(3) Three parts cracked corn, one 
part wheat bran, one part ground oats, 


-and one part linseed meal. 


(4) Five parts cracked corn, one 
part wheat bran, one part ground oats 
and one part blood meal. 


(5) Oats, ground. 


Clover hay, alfalfa hay, or the most 
palatable roughage available should be 
given the calf after the second week. 
Alfalfa is liable to cause scours, and 
should be fed sparingly at first and 
increased only after the calf gets ac- 
customed to it. At first, hay should 
be furnished only a handful at a time 
and be placed so.that it can not be 
soiled. For the first six months, at 
least, the calf should receive all the 
roughage of good quality that it will 
eat up clean. When the calf has ac- 
cess to good pasture during the first 
six months, it need not receive other 
roughage. It is not advisable, how- 
ever, to have the calf under two 
months of age on pasture in the early 
spring. 


The farmer who reads and applies 
the information he acquires is the 
man who is going to accomplish most 
because he farms with his brains as 
well as with his hands.

QCIATIONs 


PNEUMONIA IN CALVES, 


Pneumonia is usually the result of 
improper housing, ventilation or bed- 
ding. Drafts, undue exposure and a 
depleted condition, due to improper 
feeding, all contribute toward pro- 
ducing the disease. If it is the in- 
fectious type, the presence of a germ 
in the stable makes it possible for 
other calves to contract the disease 
more readily. It is recognized by the 
loss of appetite, labored breath, in- 
creased temperature, loss of counte- 
nance, murmuring sound in the lungs 
and a discharge from the nose. 

The calf affected with this disease 
should be immediately removed from 
the herd, and the stall thoroughly 
disinfected. The application of cold 
compresses to the lungs, supplying 
plenty of fresh air, frequent use of a 
laxative, if mecessary, and an occa- 
sional application of mustard plaster 
to the lungs, are beneficial. The dis- 
ease is very serious and demands con- 
stant care and proper treatment to in- 
sure even a fair percentage of re- 
coveries.—Indiana Station.

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A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
ARBITRATION COMMITTEE. 
Mr. Norton in his address to the 

Michigan Holstein Association , sug- 

gested an arbitration committee to ad- 

just the differences between buyer and 
seller where dispute arises. 

Why wouldn’t this be a good thing 
for the National Association? Occa- 
sionally in Holstein transactions dif- 
ferences arise and if our National As- 
sociation had an arbitration commit- 
tee where these differences could be 
referred it would, in my opinion, be 
a very decided benefit. I would sug- 
gest a small committee of either three 
or five to be either elected or appoint- 
ed by the president, to meet either 
monthly or bi-monthly or quarterly, 
as was thought best, and decide all 
issues voluntarily brought to it by the 
contending parties who must have ex- 
pressed their willingness to abide by 
its decision. This committee could 
decide the issues by briefs from each 
party, the chairman of the committee 
having the right, if he thought it nec- 
essary, of summoning the parties be- 
fore the committee at their own ex- 
pense and the committee as a whole 
having the right where necessary to 
procure outside evidence. This com- 
mittee to work without salary and the 
expense of the committee to be borne 
by the association. 

For instance, last spring I bought 
some cattle for a western man of a 
New York state breeder, some of 
which were guaranteed in a certain 
way. One of them is not satisfactory. 
Mr. A. says she is not as guaranteed 
and Mr. B. says she is as guaranteed 
and still there is no contention as to 
her condition. Each thinks the other 
is getting the best of him and both 
are inclined to lay it up against me. 
An arbitration board could settle it 
up in fifteen minutes and all be 
peaceful. 

Why not have a National Associa- 
tion Arbitration Board to settle un- 
satisfactory Holstein transactions? It 
is cheaper and better than the courts. 
—F. H. Stevens.

Later it was proven that human and 
bovine tuberculosis were not the same 
and except in rare instances the hy.

vine tuberculosis became almost en. 
tirely a question of bovine health. It 
was known to be infectious and it was 
thought that any animal that woul 
react to the tuberculin test was a 
menace to healthy animals and it js 
only. within recent years that it has 
been found that only a very small per- 
centage of the reacting animals could 
transmit the disease to others, 


The veterinary department of Cor- 
nell University, under direction of Dr. 
Moore, conducted an experiment with 
a herd of reacting animals, making 
bacteriological tests from time to 
time to see if these animals were 
throwing off live tubercular bacilli 
through the excrement, spittle, milk 
or any other way and for quite a long 
time it was found that none of them 
were throwing off live bacilli, the only 
possible way they could affect healthy 
animals. Finally one cow was found 
throwing off tubercular bacilli, but 
she had for some considerable time 
shown marked physical evidences 0! 
the disease. This experiment cot- 
tinued and others similar to it have 
shown that in nearly every instance 
an animal so far advanced with tuber- 
culosis as to be capable of infecting 
other animals, will show marked phys 
ical evidences, easily detected by the 
veterinarian and usually by the owner. 
In fact, I believe the percentage 0 
accuracy is fully equal to the percent:

I have heard no criticism of our 
authorities that they did not use tu- 
herculin to the best advantage possi- 
ble and still it has had a long trial and 
accomplished nothing. This may be 
in part due to the fact that it is not 
taken enthusiastically by the dairy- 
men at large whose common sense 
tells them that our laws in the present 
form are not practical. It’s an axiom 
that any law which does not meet the 
approval of the class of people which 
it most largely affects will accomplish 
nothing, and the economic foolishness 
of slaughtering ten. desirable animals 
for the sake of getting one dangerous 
one and then letting more dangerous 
ones get by than could be found by 
another method, which does not re- 
quire the slaughter of the ten desir- 
able ones, is on the face of it ridic- 
ulous. ; 

It is time that the tuberculin test 
lost all official recognition and a com- 
pulsory physical examination and com- 
pulsory pasteurization of milk by- 
products be adopted. The tuberculin 
test is rapidly destroying the reputa- 
tion of cattle breeders as a class, and 
to a lesser degree of dairymen. It is 
easily juggled and easily fixed with a 
large enough percentage of inaccuracy 
when rightly conducted to cover its 
dishonest use. In this light, a law 
making the tuberculin test official is 
as foolish as would be the printing of 
our currency on common foolscap 
paper with a typewriter. 

Let New York state be the first to 
discard the tuberculin test and adopt 
something of real value in its place, 
and in a short time the other states 
and probably last of all, the federal 
government, would adopt like meas- 
ures and eventually tuberculosis would 
be eliminated. 

I realize that in the above I have 
not covered the subject except in its 
broadest and most evident features 
and I hope that others will follow 
with better phrased and more irre- 
sistible arguments. Let the breeder 
and dairyman of New York state take 
this question to heart. It affects you 
perhaps more than any other single 
piece of legislation. Let each and all 
of us make separate and concerted 
demands for the official elimination 
of. the tuberculin test and don’t be 
afraid of expressing what you must 
feel is right for fear that your motives 
may be misinterpreted.—Floyd H. 
Stevens, New York.

Cleanliness and the Milking 


Machine

milker during the past three or four 
years are unanimous in testifying that 
it enables them to produce clean milk 
more quickly without. any harmful re- 
sults to the cows, and is an economical 
factor in the production of milk. It 
will require about four hours’ time for 
three average hand milkers to milk 85 
cows. Whereas, two men or active 
boys with a six-unit machine can milk 
that number in about one hour and 
twenty-five minutes, and one man can 
easily strip the cows. Surely that 
means a big saving of time and labor. 
Although one does not get over one- 
half to a teacupful of strippings per 
cow, it is advisable to follow up and 
strip, as by so doing you get that por- 
tion of the milk which contains a larg- 
er per cent of butterfat, and keep in 
touch with the condition of the cow’s 
udder and her individuality. © Strip- 
ping should be done in a small-top 
partly covered pail. 

The farmer milking 12 or 15 cows 
will find the machine a very economi- 
cal factor, as by milking by hand he 
will very often be compelled to em- 
ploy an extra man, whom he can not 
always use to an advantage, except 
during milking time. But he must be 
kept the year around and must be paid 
the year around even though he is 
not always dependable. He may go 
away on Saturday to stay several days. 
His wages would go a long way to- 
ward the purchase of a milking ma- 
chine. If you had employment for 
him other than milking, he could work 
three or four hours more per day in 
the field and thereby you receive more 
service from the horses which would 
mean considerable ‘profit on horse 
labor in a season, a matter worthy 
of consideration. 

The fact that a clean, sterile milk- 
ing machine is a safeguard against 
dirt and pollution does not mean that 
the cows or stable need not be kept 
clean—they should be kept extremely 
clean in every respect. The milking 
machine and cleanliness are very 
closely associated. I believe that all 
progressive dairymen are producing 
milk under strictly sanitary condi- 
tions. There has been much advance- 
ment and progress along the line of 
producing clean milk, which is a great 
credit to our state. I have seen a few 
places where the conditions and meth- 
ods practiced were so vile and cor- 
rupt that language is inadequate to 
express my disgust. If there may be 
one who belongs to that type, I mean 
to get under his hide and endeavor to 
present a picture that will prick his 
conscience and cause that thought- 
less, indifferent, health-robbing dairy- 
man to stop, think, act and reform, to 
be a credit to himself and others. If 
you have any cleanly instinct, follow 
the dictates of your conscience, and 
the suggestions of our advisors or 
inspectors, then with a clean con- 
science you can hold your head up 
and look the world in the face and 
truthfully say, “I am doing a clean 
business and offering the consumers 
of milk ‘God’s most complete, first and 
last, all-around food for humanity,’ a 
product which is free from dirt or 
health-robbing germs lurking there- 
in.

Everything about the place was in dis- 
order, his barnyard was a quagmire 

f manure and filth. His cows were 
7 elled to stand and wade through 
such places that their sides and udders 
were completely plastered with germ- 
laden filth, There was distinct evi- 
dence of improper feeding and lack of 
care. Each animal displayed a sign of 
‘food wanted within, and man’s re- 
spectable care without. He stabled 
these cows in a dilapidated shack of 
filth, where overflowing gutters tur- 
nished manure for a bed. Darkness 
prevailed throughout the entire hovel. 
Great mountains of manure and cor- 
ruption raised their unsightly peaks 
above the small pigeon hole windows, 
preventing any sunlight from enter- 
ing. The ceiling consisted of a com- 
plete network of germ-laden_ cob- 
webs. The walls were plastered with 
manure which kept out the fresh, pure 
air, especially necessary amid those 
conditions. There these poor animals 
were forced to live and furnish food 
for human beings. 

The progressive dairyman of today 
has a well drained yard, in which his 
vigorous, bright-eyed, well cared for 
and well fed cows can exercise and 
walk about in ease. They have clean 
udders from which the long hair has 
been clipped and the hair on the sides 
and flanks is also clipped to prevent 
any possible accumulation of dirt. 
The cows are kept clean amidst sani- 
tary conditions with the curry comb 
and brush. He stables them in a barn 
which is constructed to meet the re- 
quirements for the health and comfort 
of his herd. This may not always 
have all the modern equipments, bit 
everything is in order and thorough}y 
clean. There is also an abundance ot 
pure air. 

The cows are cleaned before each 
milking. This process is done with 
dry, clean hands or the milking ma- 
chine. We have in our state man\ 
of the most up-to-date, modern and 
sanitary dairies in the middle west 
where every detail of production use: 
is the most sanitary and best known 
to dairy science. No small detail is 
overlooked. Their location 1s made 
ideal by perfect drainage. Nature’s 
greatest sterilizer, sunlight, reigns su- 
preme and ventilation is most sanitary 
and perfect. Many of the barns where 
clean milk is being produced were 
specified and designed by special arch- 
tects in that line to comply with the 
requirements of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry. Cement 
ors are scrubbed and kept clean, 
and I have seen places where men 
could wear polished shoes while milk- 
and come out of the barn with 
them unsoiled. Smooth, clean walls 
and ceilings permit of no dirt or over- 
anging cobwebs.

it. The day has come when Wiscon- 
sin farmers, as a result of this organi- 
zation, are going to present their case 
regularly and ably before the legis- 
lature and strive to promote mate.

C. A. Nelson of Iowa is known as 
the Billy Sunday of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America and 
he fully lived up to his reputation 
when he spoke in behalf of Holstein 
interests at the annual Farmers’ Week 
at Cornell last Friday. Although 
enough years have passed over the 
head of this veteran Iowa breeder to 
whiten his hair, his enthusiasm has not 
diminished a particle. He was able to 
champion the cause of the Holstein 
in a very forceful manner at the Ith- 
aca meeting and a large number of 
farmers, possibly the largest crowd 
that heard a similar address during 
the entire week, were very much en- 
thused by Mr. Nelson’s speech. 

Mr. Nelson came originally from 
New York state and in being called 
back to this state to represent the 
Holstein interests took occasion to 
recall some of his early struggles, both 
in New York and in the state of his 
adoption.

Every cow that shows the disease 
should be isolated. 

The fetus and all discharges should 
be burned or buried and the stall dis- 
infected thoroughly. 

The cow should be treated systemat- 
ically with mild antiseptic douches 
and she should not be bred again 
within two months and not then if the 
discharge has not ceased. 

The premises should be cleaned, 
disinfected thoroughly, and thereafter 
maintained in a sanitary condition. 

A cow that has aborted is likely to 
become immune to the disease; there-

A BULLETIN ON ABORTION. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has just issued Farmers’ 
Bulletin 790 upon the subject of “Con- 
tagious Abortion in Cattle.” The 
authors are Adolph Eichhorn and Geo. 
M. Potter, the former, chief of the 
pathological division of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry and the latter vet- 
erinary inspector in the same depart- 
ment. A summary of the information 
contained in this ‘bulletin shows the 
following facts: 

Contagious abortion in cattle is a 
germ disease which causes the death 
of unborn calves and occasions annual 
losses of millions of dollars. 

If it continues to increase it will 
soon surpass tuberculosis, which is 
now thought to stand first among ani- 


fore, if she is a profitable animal it is 
best to keep her. 

Details of the disease and its treat- 
ment are given in the bulletin, which 
may be had of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, A. D. Melvin, Chief, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

She 
freshened November 12, 1916, on the 290th 
day after service without any assistance.

No discharge what- 
ever. After she had been fresh about three 
weeks she came in heat and was again in heat 
heat about one week. She then went three 
weeks and again came in heat and then in 
three days she was in heat again and then 
once more in two days. She has not been 
bred at any of these heat periods.—E. O. P

Would advise her being bred. Give 
lots of exercise with very plain food.

especially for persistency. Being wise 
breeders, they began raising their 
heifer calves and have thus. been 
building this fine present herd. 

They believe care and regularity to 
be the most essential factors to em-: 
ploy in making their dairy business 
pay. Beets and clover hay are raised 
for roughage and corn and chopped 
oats constitute the major part of the 
grain ration. About the 24th of May 
the cattle are gradually turned onto 
pasture, continuing the grain and 
roots for a short time. 


In 1915 the herd consisted of 18 


cows and between May Ist and Octo- 
ber 3lst they produced 7,175 pounds 
of milk each. A year later by weed- 
ing out the unprofitable cows and de- 
creasing the number in the milking 
herd to 14 and at the same time pay- 
ing more attention to the ration, the 
production was increased to 8,540 
pounds each.

of the year’s work of the association, 
Mr. Enns pointed out that the plan of 
the association of having auxilia 
meetings at different places in the 
state had resulted in much good, As 
a result of the auxiliary meeting of 
the dairy association at Mulvane two 
cow testing associations have been 
formed in that community. 

Professor O. E. Reed of the college 
outlined the work of the dairy depart- 
ment of the college and gave some 
of the results of experimental work 
that is being carried on. Several ani- 
mals that were being experimented on 
were shown. Two that had been fed 
alfalfa exclusively were compared 
with some that had been fed alfalfa 
and silage and some that had been 
given alfalfa, silage and grain. One 
heifer fed on alfalfa exclusively had 
recently freshened and was producing 
about 30 pounds of milk and receiv- 
ing about 42 pounds of alfalfa daily, 
Professor Reed also stated that cow 
testing associations had _ recently 
been formed at Independence, Wich- 
ita and at Mulvane, in addition to the 
Dickinson county association.
